The Madison City Council 
Tuesday night passed a 
resolution certifying the 
availability of funds to un- 
dertake a proposed mini- 
shopping center project at a 
cost of approximately $396,000, 

‘The area affected basically is 
frdm 1521 Third St. to the 
northeast corner of Madison 
Avenue, and about 140 feet of 
Madison Avenue, presently

occupied by a photo supply 
store and several empty 
buildings. 

Of the total, $132,067 is to be 
funded through the Madison 
County Community Develop- 
ment Program and the 
remainder will come from the 
City of Madison through sale of 
commercial bonds.

March 15, Granite City must 
discontinue city ambulance 
service to areas outside of the 
city, unless some form of 
guaranteed payment has been 
agreed upon. 

March 15 is the date the city 
‘must begin paying the salaries 
of| ambulance attendants,’ now 
paid with Manpower grant 
funds, 

City Attorney Lance Callis 
has ‘ruled the taxpayers of 
Granite City can not legally 


subsidize losses from am- 
bulances operating outside of 
the city. 

The issue has been discussed 
at two meetings between city 
officials and governmental 
leaders in the surrounding 
Quad-City area townships, 
cities and village, but, action 
taken by the Pontoon Beach 
Village Board Tuesday night, 
agreeing to guarantee payment 
for Granite City ambulance 
runs to the village, was the first 
official action to give the city 
the guarantee it is requesting 
from all areas to be served after 
March 15.

Nameoki Township trustees 
indicated at their meeting 
Monday night that they may 
join efforts underway by the 
city of Venice to prepare a 
lawsuit to force the Madison 
County government to 
guarantee payment or provide 
an alternate ambulance ser- 
vice. 

State law makes counties 
responsible for providing 
ambulance services to areas 
which do not have such services 
available, the officials con- 
tended.

Raises voted 


A proposed new working 
agreement for Granite City 
police and fire department 
employees which would in- 
crease pay raises granted 
during 1977 was approved by the 
City Council in a regular 
meeting Tuesday night. 

The offer is subject to 
ratification by members of the 
Firefightérs Local 253 and 
Police Union Local 1347. 

Alderman Warren Decatur, 
chairman of the council's 
negotiating committee; told 
council members that the new 
proposal was an effort by the 
city to compromise with police 
and firemen in a dispute over a 
demand by the two unions for 
hospitalization and medical 
insurance after retirement. 

Primarily,, the proposed 
agreement — the first to be 
approved by the council as a 
package offer provides 
salary increases of 6 percent for 
the current year 1977-78, 8 
percent for the 1978-79 year and 
8.5 percent for the 1979-80 year 
for union members of the two 
departments.

Decatur, who presented the 
proposal, said that an earlier 
offer by the negotiating com- 
mittee of pay increases of 6, 7 
and 8.5 percent in an effort to 
resolve the insurance dispute 
was rejected by the union 
members, 


He said negotiators for the 
police and fire departments told: 
the negotiating committee that 
the only way the insurance 
dispute could be resolved would 
involve greater pay raises.

Schools will 'self- 
insure’ jobless pay

The board discussed the 
options at length dnd were told 
by Tully-A. Heubner, director of 
business’ affairs for the school 
district, suggested the district 
chodse ‘to reimburse the state 


for all unemployment claims 
this. fiscal year and have a 
consulting firm conduct a study 
the next 12 to 18 months to 
determine*whether the district 
should join the unemployment 
compensation insurance 
program in the future.

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Special procedures for 
tows during lock repair 


While the main lock chamber 
at the Chain of Rocks locks on 
the Granite City riverfront 
remains closed for repairs, 
specific procedures are being 
utilized for all tows waiting for 
lockage through the auxiliary 
chamber, according to Col. 
Leon E. McKinney, district 
engineer of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

These include: 

Waiting tows can add or 
subtract barges‘from their tow 
provided it does not change the 
lockage configuration that was 
initially called in to the lock 
from a single to a double. 

All tows must be ready for 
lockage when their turns come. 

The lockmasters will exercise 
flexibility in the direction of 
lockage to try to balance the 


_ ‘delays in both directions. 


Locks No. 27 will be used in 
conjunction with: Locks No. 26, 
Alton, to prevent large scale 
stack-up of boats in the reach 
between the two locks. 

All boat operators are advised 
to keep in contact with the locks 
on Channel 14 while in the 
vicinity of these two facilities 


and to cooperate with the.lock- ’ 


masters to keep any additional 
delays from occurring, 

James A. Peters, chief of the 
operations division of the Corps 
of Engineers, also noted that a 
combination: of low flows and 
ice conditions greatly affeat 
river stages during the winter. 

The current outlook for river 
stages within this district, and 
especially the St. Louis Harbor, 
causes officials to expect rapid 
fluctuations on the St. Louis 
river gauge, he said. 

“Every attempt will be made 
to minimize the rate of these 
fluctuations,” he said.

Oil line would 
link this area 
and St. Paul 


The Illinois Department of 
Transportation's Division of 
Water Resources is continuing 
to study a request for’ in- 
stallation of an oil pipeline 
which would be located under 
and across various streams in 
Illinois, from south of ‘Wood 
River to north of Illinois City. 

The Ford, Bacon & Davis . 
Construction Corp. of Monroe, 
La., has applied for the pipeline 
permit. The company is 
engineer for Northern Pipeline 
Co. of Delaware, Inc. 

The proposed work consists of 
construction of a 24-inch crude 
oil pipeline from Wood River to 
the vicinity of St. Paul, Minn.; 
the oil is to be used in Minnesota 
refineries. 

Total length of the pipeline in 
Illinois will be 170 miles. 
Estimated cost of the entire 
project is about $126 million, 
and about $60 million of this will. 
be spent on the Illinois portion. 

Construction is tentatively 
scheduled to begin this spring, 
with completion scheduled for 
January 1980. 

In Illinois, the pipeline will 
cross the Mississippi River, the 
Illinois River and various other 
streams, draws, drainage 
ditches and canals. Pipeline 
work will be done in the 
following, counties in Illinois: 
Cass, Green, Macoupin,” 
Madison, McDonough, Mercer, 
Morgan, Rock Island, Schuyler 
and Warren. 

The concrete-coated pipe will 
be installed at a minimum 
depth of five feet at’ the 
Mississippi River and Illinois 
River crossings. Pipeline at the 
various other stream crossings 
will be installed at a minimum 
depth of six feet, except in rock 
formations, where a minimum 
cover of 30 inches will be 
provided. 

Work on this project will not_ 
begin unless and until a permit 
is issued by the Division of 
Water Resources.

Larry Bull trial opens 


“At the end of this trial, I 
believe you will be satisfied that 
Deputy Larry Bull knowingly 
received property with a value 
in excess of $150, knowing it was 
stolen and intended to per- 
manently deprive the owner of 
its usage,” Special Prosecutor 
John Dale Stobbs told the jury 
during his opening statement in 
the trial of suspended Madison 
County Sheriff's Deputy Larry 
,Bull at Edwardsville Tuesday. 

Stobbs also alleged that Bull 
received stolen items from 
Bert’s Audio-TV in Granite City 
on three separate occasions 
from Robert Gayan, 30, God- 
frey, another of the six persons 
who face felony charges in 
connection with a series of 
thefts from the Bert’s store here 
or subsequent possession of 
stolen television sets, CB radios 
and other equipment. 

Gayan testified Tuesday, 
alleging Bull knew the items 


delivered to him were stolen. At 


one point in his testimony, 
Gayan referred to a color 
console television and said, 
“Bull helped take the TV out of 
the van. I told him I got it from 
Bert’s late Saturday night, 

“He knew I didn’t pay for it. 
He knew it was fiot because I 
had told him that the portable 
TV (allegedly delivered to Bull 
earlier) was hot out of Bert's,” 
Gayan testified. 

In his opening remarks, 
Stobbs also contended, ‘The 
evidence will show that Gayan 
did not want any money—he 
wanted favors.” 

Stobbs alleged that Bull may 
have helped Gayan get out of 
some trouble in the Lake of the 
Ozarks, but Bull’s attorney, 
Bruce Cook of Belleville, ob- 
jected to the allegation’ and 
Judge Pezman ordered it struck 
from the record and instructed 
the jury to disregard the 
statements. 

In outlining the case he in- 
tended to present, Stobbs 
alleged the evidence would 
show that in mid-June of 1977, 


Bull received a 25-inch color’ 


Magnavox television console 
which had-been stolen from the 
Bert's store, in Granite City. 

He said the television was 
“the third item of stolen 
property from Bert's’ that had 
been received by Bull from 
Gayan within a six-month 
time.” 

He alleged Bull earlier 
received a stolen combination 
car radio, tape player and CB 
radio which had been installed 
in his Lincoln automobile 
earlier in 1977. 

“He knew it was stolen 
because he knew it was brand 
new and that he paid nothing for 
it. He has no receipt,’’ Stobbs 
said. 

He also said Bull received a 
portable 12-inch television set 
from Gayan early in 1977 which 
had been taken from Bert's. ‘It 
was new and in the carton and 
he has no receipts that he paid 
anything for it,” Stobbs said. 

“The evidence will show that 
the Magnavox was stolen by 
Gayan with the help of Kenneth 
Stover, then an assistant 
manager for Bert's, who had a 
key. The console was taken to 
Bull's house in Collinsville on a 
Sunday morning, I believe, the 
morning after it was stolen 

“Bull gave Gayan his old 1973 
model color television and 
agreed on about $200 for the set, 
but nothing was ever paid.” 

He said the evidence ‘‘will 
show Deputy Bull intended to 


| 


keep the television set and not 
give it back.” 

Stobbs said that Stover and 
Gayan were arrested in con- 
nection with the thefts and gave 
police information which led to 
Alton Detective Ray Gallaway 
calling Bull and saying, “We're 
informed you got a CB radio in 
your car and it’s stolen,” Stobbs 
alleged. ‘ 

Bull. was reported to have 
said, ‘Yes, it’s in there. and I 
bought it,” Stobbs contended. 
He said Bull,claimed to have a 


receipt for $75, but could not: 


find it. 

Later, Bull volunteered in- 
formation he had a 
television from Gayan, 
testimony showed. 

Stobbs said Sheriff's 
Department Major Robert Rizzi 
later asked Bull -if he had 
anything else that was stolen 
and Bull allegedly denied 
having the other television set. 


About June 30, information 
from Gayan led to Rizzi calling 
Bull again and alleging there 
was additional loot, but the 
statements were struck from 
the record after Cook objected. 

After a conference between 
the attorneys and the judge, 
Stobbs resumed his. opening 
statements, predicting that 
Rizzi's testimony will show Bull 
had more than the Magnavox 
and the car stereo. 

Stobbs also commented that 
Gayan “has had no fixed in* 
come for a number of years and 
has been in and out of trouble 
with the law for some time.” He 
said Gayan and Bull have been 
acquaintances for some time, 
and their families have visited 
at each other’s homes 
numerous times. 

He said Gayan and Gayan's 
wife, Norma, delivered the 
Magnavox television to Bull's 
home and the families then 
spent the day together at a 
cookout, swimming and playing 
poker that evening. 

Stobbs contended that after 
Gayan was arrested, he called 
bull and told him, “‘He better 
get rid of the Magnavox.” 

Stobbs also said Bull called 
Norma Gayan and told her he 
would tell authorities the 
portable television had ‘been a 
wedding gift to him. 

“Also, at the time of the grand 
jury, Bull called her and told 
her she better testify for him 
and not against him,” Stobbs 
contended. 

Cook said he would reserve 
presentation of his opening 
statements until the prosecution 
had concluded its witnesses and 
evidence: 

The first witness was Granite 
City Police Detective Dennis 
Joyce whos testified to cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
arrests of Stover and Gayan and 
to the recovery of stolen mer- 
chandise from Bull. 

Other witnesses Tuesday 
included Detective Gallaway, 
Granite City Police Detectives 
Donald Knight and Tony Eck, 
Gayan and Bert Longhi, 
operator of Bert’s TV. 

Cook pointed out during 
Galloway’s cross-examination 
that it was Bull who volunteered 
the information on _ the 
Magnavox television set he had. 

Gayan verifiéd some of the 
statements Stobbs made in the 
opening remarks, saying Bull 
never paid him anything for the 
car stereo or the television sets, 
but always said he would pay 
when he got an insurance set- 
tlement for an injured leg. 


Gayan said he took the color 
television from Bert’s one night 
and waited until the next day to 


deliver it to Bull, since it’ was. 


late. “We had discussed getting 
acolor TV for him,” Gayan said 
of a conversation with Bull. 
“Bull said he would like to have 
a new color TV for his front 
room,” Gayan added. 

Stobbs asked Gayan if he told 
Bull where the TV came from 
and Gayan responded, ‘‘Yes, 


‘sir. Bert's Magnavox.” He said 


he told Bull on the telephone the 
night the set was stolen that he 
got the set for Bull. 

Bull said he could not afford 


* “it, but said he would give Gayan 


Bull’s old color television set 

ind $200. when he settled his 
insurance claim, Gayan 
testified. 


The trial is being conducted 
before Circuit Judge-Alfred L. 
Pezman of Calhoun County, who 
was brought into the case at the 
request of Chief Madison 
County Circuit Judge Victor 
Mosele. 

Weather caused the’ can- 
cellation of Wednesday's 
session and'was responsible for 
a delay in opening the trial this 
morning. 

Gayan’s testimony was ex- 
pected to resume this morning, 
followed possibly by testimony 
by co-defendant Gary Rainey, 
20, Alton, and follow-up 
testimony by Granite City 
Police Detective Tony Eck, who 
was summoned to the cour- 
thouse at 9:45 a.m. today.

To protect against sudden 
financial fluctuations in the 
district’s cash flow, Heubner 
Suggested a $60,000 trust fund be 
established from the district's 
savings account. The $60,000 
will be used to pay any unem- 
ployment compensation 
reimbursement ¢laims from the 
state next year, 

The board agreed and voted 
to transfer the $60,000 im- 
mediately to an interest- 
drawing trust fund, leaving 
$40,000 in the district's regular 
savings account. 

The board also. agreed to 
contract with the R. E. 
Harrington Consulting Firm for 
12 to 18 months ata cost of about 
$2,000 per year to study the 
unemployment compensation 
problem and make, recom- 
mendations on whether the 
district should. self-insure, 
continue with the reim- 
bursement method, or change 
in 1979 to the state’s unem- 
ployment compensation in- 
surance program. 

The compensation insurance 
program requires participating 
districts to pay a percentage of 
each employee's salary, up to 
$60 per employee per year, for 
the state to provide unem- 
ployment coverage. 

Under amendments to the 
Illinois Unemployment 
Insurance Act, all local 
government entities must select 
either the reimbursement or 
percentage method, since state- 
supported ‘free’ compensation 
insurance i8 no longer provided 
from state and federal funds for 
cities, villages, townships, 
school districts or other 
governmental units. 

The state and federal funds 
will pay. for unemployment 
claims during 1978 for govern- 
mental units which elect the 
reimbursement method, but the 
governments then begin 
reimbursements quarterly in 
1979 for pending cases for 
former employees who 
qualified in 1978, it was ex- 
plained. 

Heubner estimated © that 
paying up. to $60 per year for 
every teacher, custodian, 
cafeteria worker, secretary and 
other qualifying district’ em- 
ployee would cost the district 
about $66,000 per year. 

He said he felt the district 
would do better to run the risk of 
reimbursing the state for 
claims, particularly with the 
$60,000 trust fund to protect the 
district from a sudden shortage, 
should there be an excessive 
amount of unemployment 
compensation during 1979. 

Heubner also said the state 
could adjust the percentage of 

{each employee's salary the 
district would have to pay for 
compensation insurance if the 

: first-year's claims would justify 
an increase or decrease from 
the one percent employers 
contribution: 

The board also voted to 
continue its contract with 
Great-West Insurance Co. for 
employees’ health and life in- 

‘\surance, despite a 22.6 percent 
increase in the premiums. 

Heubner told the board the 
company first wanted a 34 
percent increase, but in 
negotiations with the school 
district, it agreed to lower the 
increase, if the school district 
would guarantee that premiums 
will exceed benefits paid out by 
the company by 10 percent 
during the year. 

He said an agreement is being 
drafted in which the school 
district will pay the lower 
premium during the year and 
the district will pay the com- 


pany a lump-sum at the end of 
the year, if necessary, to fulfill 
the guarantee: that premiums 
will exceed benefits by 10 
percent. 

He also said Great-West 
agreed to make the increase 
effective Feb. 1, rather, than 
Jan. 1, saving the district about 
$18,000 in premiums. 


The district pays all of the: 


insurance costs for employees 
under working agreements, so 
the district will pay $30.34 per 
month for each employee and 
$44.27 per month per dependent 
for health and life insurance. 
Currently, the district pays 
$24.75 per employee and $36.11 
per dependent monthly. | 

He said the premium is 
substantially lower than the 
increase the company first 
sought and was the result of the 
company agreeingsto a lower 
rate and a five percent discount 
on premiums under the plan 
where they are guaranteed a 10 
percent margin of | premiums 
over benefits paid during 1978. 

Heubner also said he feels the 
increase is in line with other 
school districts in the area and 
better than most. Collinsville 
received a proposed 53 percent 
increase in costs, Triad was 
given a 25 percent increase and 
Alton is paying more for in- 
surance than Granite City, he 
said. ' 

“This increase justifies an in- 
depth study of self-insurance. 
The agreement is for the period 
Feb. 1,to Dec. 31, but could be 
cancelled during the year, I 
believe,” Heubner said. 

The board agreed to hire Jim 
Gallivan, who conducted a 
previous study on the district's 
insurance in 1975, to serve as 
consultant to the district on 
insurance at a rate of $25 per 
hour. 

Gallivan, an insurance expert 
recognized by educational in- 
stitutions and firms throughout 
the state, will prepare a 
feasibility study on the 
possibility of the district self- 
insuring part or all of its health, 
life and property insurance. 

Heubner said that, if self- 
insurance is found to be 
feasible, it will take a full year 
to put into effect and 
préparations should be under 
way by fall, if the district 
decides to self-insure

The engineer said he had been 
approached with the traffic 
study proposal by a 
representative of the Division of 
Highway Safety of the Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
who pointed out that the city 
could provide its 30 percent 
share of the study cost in the 
form of work ‘on part of the 
project by the city engineering 
department. 

In this way, Brewer noted, the 


city would not be required to’ 


make any substantial cash 
outlay. 

Brewer made his request to 
retain the Harland Bar- 
tholomew firm as a consulting 
engineers through the council’s 
Traffic Committee headed by 
Alderman Sam Whitmer of the 
Second Ward. - 

Whitmer read the request and 
information concerning the 
survey, then told the council: 

“I have no comments on this. 
I have no recommendation. It is 
up to the council.” 

Charles Douglas, alderman of 
Ward One, said he believed such 
a survey should be made 
because of the multiplicity of 
stop signs and other traffic 
controls that are obtained by 
the council members at the 
request of their constituents.

Voting against proceeding 
with the survey were Aldermen 
Whitmer, Roy Poulos, Earl 
Baker, Glen Sprankel, Lloyd 
Bailey and Marguerite Nonn. 

In favor were Aldermen 
Schuman, Decatur, Everett 
Morlen, Ronald Coleman, Paul 
Bowler and Douglas and Mayor 
Schuler. Aldermen Gerald 
Parmley and Clyde Boyd were 
absent. 

Brewer’ said that under the 
federal program in which the 
city would participate, federal 
funding would become 
available to finance police 
enforcement of conditions 
revealed by the survey, 

“For example, if the survey 
located a high-accident in- 
tersection, we could apply for 
funds to pay, additional police to 
enforce traffic laws at that 
intersection. If the study 
revealed a high rate of speeding 
arrests in any particular area, 
money would be available to 
hire additional police to enforce 
laws in that area.” 

He ‘also noted that he 
preferred to confer with 
Harland Bartholomew & 
Associates to see if they will 
undertake part of the study 
because of that firm's record in 
making similar surveys 
previously—such as in the 
TOPICS (Traffic Program to 
Improve the Capacity and 
Safety) study conducted here 
several years ago. 


Brewer told the council that 
“In the past, this type of work 
has been done for the city by the 
Harland Bartholomew & 
Associates of Clayton, Mo. It is 
my understanding that the 
TOPICS study that they 
prepared for us in 1973 was one 
of the best done in the state of 
Illinois, and for this reason I 
feel that should this project be 
done, they should be selected:on 
the basis of their excellent past 
performance for us in the traffic 
management area.” 

The engineer also told the 
council: 


“In the past, the city of

performing traffic studies only, 


to reject the recommendations

by individual case. 


“I do not intend to be critical 
of the City Council by my 
remarks, as I understand that 
each alderman must be 
responsive to the nééds of his 
local situation.

last spring, the city offered all 
city employees, including the 
police and firemen, a blanket 
wage increase of 6 percent this 
year, 6 percent next year and 
8.5 percent for the third-year of 
a new contract. ‘ 

All city departments except 
the police and'firemen’s unions 
agreed to new working con- 
tracts with those raises two 
months ago. In all cases, wage 
increases are to be retroactive 
to May 1, 1977, beginning of the 
city’s current fiscal year. 


Police and fire department 
employees held out, however, 
for a demand in their working 
agreement that would have 
provided paid hospitalization 
and medical insurance for 
members of the two depart- 
ments from the time of their 
retirement until age 65, with the 
coverage also to apply to 
members of the retirees’ 
families. 


City Council members, citing 
the high cost involved in such a 
request, refused to approve any 
agreement including that in- 
surance clause. 


The new agreements 
proposed Tuesday night were 
approved by a vote of 11 to 1, 
with two council members 
absent 


The only negative vote was 
cast by Alderman Sam Whitmer 
of the Second Ward. Aldermen 
Clyde Boyd and Gerald Par- 
miey were absent. 


Those voting in favor of the 
agreements were Aldermen 
Decatur, Paul Bowler, Earl 
Baker, Margaret Nonn, Lloyd

The agreement for the police 
department approved Tuesday 
night, in addition to the higher 
wage clause, also provides a $20 
per month wage increase for 
each rank from sergeant to 
lieutenant-colonel, and amends 
the vacation schedule for the 
second year of the contract. 

Under that new schedule, 
police department employees 
will receive four weeks vacation 
after ten years service 
(presently four weeks after 12 
years) and will receive five 
weeks vacation after 15 years 
service (no five weeks after 18 
years). 

The pact also provides 
overtime pay of time and a half 
for short changes in shift, and 
provides that members of the 
department may pick their own 
shifts by seniority once each 
calendar year, although “this in 
no way shall hamper the chief of 
police, when necessity 
demands, to relocate any of- 
ficer to a shift not of his choice 
for reasons of vacation or any 
emergency.” 

Virtually the same terms 
apply to the firemen’s contract, 
providing a $20 pay differential 
in each rank from pipeman to 
the higher ranks. 

‘That agreement also includes 
a wage increase of 6 percent 
during the current year for all 
ambulance drivers, © and 
provides that negotiations for a 
new contract for ambulance 
drivers will be opened after 
March 15 this year.

“Richard. saw it, too. 

“It looked as if it was about 
600 to 700 feet high and glowed 
with a bright, orange color. It 
was oval in shape, like a foot- 
ball, and had a_ brilliant 
spotlight ontop that was 
directed upward into the 
clouds.” 

Williams said he first 
believed it to be a helicpoter, 
but that the object made no 
sound as it skimmed over 
Lindell Boulevard near where 
he and his son were standing. 

“I saw it pass over Cottage 
and Garfield,” he related, ‘‘and 
it passed over Lindell toward a 
point near the Bellemore 
Village shopping center at a 
moderate speed. 

“When it looked as if it were 
just about over Clark Avenue, it 
veered suddenly to the east and 
climbed at about a 45-degree 
angle at a terrific rate of speed 
which I would judge to be about 
300 miles per hour,’”’ he said. 

When the object reached an 
altitude which he estimated to 
be about 3,000 feet, Williams 
recalled, “it just stopped and 
seemed to stand still."" 

A moment later it disap- 
peared, apparently into the 
clouds, Williams said. 

He described the object as 
about the size of a Goodyear 
blimp, but said he was unable to 
determine what type of con- 
struction it was because of the 
brilliant, orange glow. 

“I was rather a skeptic about 
UFOs,” Williams added, ‘‘but 
since I saw what I did, I don’t 
know.” + 

Williams related the incident 
after calling the Press-Record 
to inquire if anyone had con- 
tacted the newspaper about the 
incident, which he said oc- 
curred at about 7:30 p.m.

Oppose broader 
TB clinic role 


There was a time when the 
tuberculosis sanatoriums were 
full and people on the outside 
had a deep fear of the highly 
contagious disease. 

.Now the sanatoriums are 
closed and TB isn’t a disease 
that gets much attention. 

So it was that last week the 
Madison County grand jury 
recommended less county funds 
be used for TB and suggested 
instead that the county consider 
‘detection, of heart disease, 
cancer, venereal disease and 
others. 

Is TB a disease of the past? Is 
county tax money to fund the 
clinic on Troy Road, Edward- 
sville, an unnecessary use .in 
1978? 

Dr. Luis Ventura, chest 
technician at the clinic, says 
“no” to both questions, 

He says it is a fact that there 
is now far better control of 
tuberculosis than in the past. 
But he says it won't be 
conquered until a vaccine for it 
is produced, and that hasn’t 
happened yet. 

Because of changes in TB 
care, he says, the pendulum has 
swung from fear of the disease 
to a public attitude that it is no 
longer a threat. 

A main purpose of the 
Madison County TB Clinic in 
1978 is to prevent more tuber- 
culosis, Ventura says. 

He calls “untenable” the 
expansion of services at. the 
clinic to include detection of 
cancer and heart disease; he 
says these illnesses are not “in 
the domain of the county,”’ 

Dr. Ventura says the Illinois 
Public Health Department has 
an office at Cottonwood Station, 
which, among other things, is 
involved in the management of 
VD. 

Dr. Ventura says it would be 
illegal to use for other purposes 
the special tax levied for TB 
control, The Glackin Act, 
passed in the Illinois legislature 
in 1915 and amended in 1939, 
made this state unique in that it 
gave counties the right to levy 
the special tax for detection and 
treatment of TB. 

Breakthroughs in treatment 
of TB have taken patients out of 
sanatoriums and hospitals and 
have made treatment largely 
an out-patient situation. 


“We have found, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that a patient 
having active 
pulmonary tuberculosis, once 
he or she is placed on proper 
medication, within two or three 
weeks is no longer capable of 
transmitting his or her disease 
to anybody else,"’ Ventura says. 

As a result, most TB 
sanatoriums in the nation have 
closed. 


The Madison County 
sanatorium opened in 1926; the 
building also eventually housed 
the TB clinic, from 1961 on 


The sanatorium closed in 
1969; the county nursing home 
now occupies that building. The 
current TB clinic was built on 
the same property in 1971. 

The present TB tax was 
passed by referendum in 


November 1956, aS an every- 
ten-years renewal of the tax 
authority. Apparently the law 
has been changed since then so 
that such renewals no longer 
are required.. 

Dr. Ventura said the biggest 
anti-TB breakthrough occurred 
at John Hopkins University in 
Baltimore, Md. Researchers 
had suspected that TB was 
passed on by microscopic 
droplets in the air; to test this, 
they first pumped air from a 
ward of new TB patients not yet 
on medication to guinea pigs. 

Sixty percent of the test 
animals came down with TB. 
But two weeks later, when the 
same ward, now on medication, 
was used in the test again, none 
of the guinea pigs receiving air 
from the ward became ill. 

““We took a harder look after 
that at who really needed to be 
hospitalized. We now believe 
few people really need this,” 
Ventura said this week? 

The TB clinic has no beds for 
patieits;. Ventura says 90 
percent of all patients can now 
be treated at home. 

Work at the TB clinic centers 
on three things — diagnosis, 
treatment and prevention of the 
disease. 

William Webb, Granite City, 
chairman of the county board 
health institutions committee, 
learned about the grand jury 
recommendation only 
yesterday and was as surprised 
as the TB clinic staff. 

He said his group has 
provided no information to the 
grand jury and, further, that the 
health institutions committee 
regards the TB clinic ‘as a 
much-needed service." 

Webb says he believes it 
would be illegal to divert TB 
funds to other disease detection. 
He said such a thing has ‘‘never 
been mentioned” by the Health 
Institutions Committee.

The Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Services is 
continuing its: recruitment 
campaign in Madison County to 
find foster parents for 
adolescents. who for one reason 
or another are unable to live 
with their natural families.

SPI IGFIELD — A re- 
«cently. ed letter from 
a War Department clerk and 
a diary|entry written on the 
knee of| a grief-stricken Illi- 
nois general have further 
one of history’s 
most muddled moments — 
the assassination. of Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln. 

Added to the welter of con- 
flicting/ claims over who did 
what for the dying president 
on April 14 and 15, 1865, the 
two documents cast added 
doubt gn so-called ‘‘eye-wit- 
ness accounts.” 

Both| writers claim they 
took part in the final scenes of 
Lincoln's life. And both assert 
they were among an unbe- 
lievably huge throng which 
witnessed Lincoln’s death in 
the tiny bedroom of Peter- 
sen's boarding house in 
Washington, D.C.

“The| letter is signed 
‘Gussie,’ and it is a very fine 
overview of the events of that 
night. | 

“We have found another 
letter in our files, written to 
the Gdvernor of Massa- 
chusettd and signed ‘Augus- 
tus Clark’ that also describes 
the asshssination. Both let- 
ters have a shred of the 
bloodstained pillow from 
Lincoln's bed and a lock of 
hair from his head.” 

If the) letter is authentic, 
then the three-page report to 
Clark’s uncle is probably the 
most complete account of 
Lincoln's death vigil. 

Clark’s comment that he 
remaineti all night in the bed- 


room, however, adds yet an- 
other’ body to probably the 
most overcrowded area since 
Noah stuffed all those ani- 
mals in his Ark. 

Testimony before the in- 
vestigating committees 
claimed that 84 persons 
wandered through the room 
during the night. At least 25 
said they watched Lincoln 
draw his last breath. 

‘All those people were in a 
room later measured at nine 
feet by 15 feet and containing 
a bed, chest of drawers, wash 
stand, three chairs and a 
stove. Even the six foot, four 
inch Lincoln was crowded, 
since the bed was two inches 
shorter and he had to be laid 
on an angle. 

Clark, who wrote that “I 
remained in the room all 
night and did all I could to 
help,” adds one more to those 
cramped quarters. 

And the diary of Gen. 
Haney, who accompanied 
Illinois Gov. Richard J. 
Oglesby into the room, swells 
oe ranks almest beyond be- 
li 


“Governor Oglesby (was) 
at the head of the bed, and 
myself near the door,” Haney 
claimed in an almost illegible 
scrawl. The Illinois State His- 
torical Society has been ne- 
gotiating with Haney’s 
grandson for possession - of 
the 42-page diary. 

“The president lay with his 
feet to the west, his head to 
the east; insensible; in coma- 
tose state; never spoke.’” 

Lincoln was pronounced 
dead at 7:22 a.m., about nine 
hours after John Wilkes 
Booth had fired a single der- 
ringer shot into the back of 
his head. 

Eyewitness evidence 
proved as contradictory as 
though spectators were 
watching different versions 
of the same play. 

One witness claimed 
Lincoln was carried from the 
box on a shutter torn from the 
wall. Another swore that he 
was carried upright in his 
rocking chair. 

A total of 25 persons in- 
sisted that they helped carry 
the body. Eight stated that 
they, and they alone, sup- 
ported Lincoln’s head on the 
journey across the muddy, 


Energy chief

SPRINGFIELD — Long- 
range weather forecasts for 
Illinois tend to be ‘‘cautiously 
optimistic,’’ says Marvin 
Nodiff, head of the division of 
energy in the state Depart- 
ment of Business and Eco- 
nomic Development (BED). 

“Suppliers generally, are 
also optimistic about their 
‘ability to supply gas and 
home heating oil,” he says. 

Nodiff says Dlinois coal is 
currently the victim of ‘an 
entanglement of federal 
regulations,” with national 
policy on one hand urging 
“burn more coal,” while on 
the other hand the federal air 
pollution requirements may 
make burning coal impos- 
sible. 

While the contradictions 
have not yet been ironed out, 
Nodiff says indications are 
coal production in Ilinois is 
moving ahead, with a number 
of new mines planned by 1985, 
and significant increases in 
the numbers of tons mined 
annually already occurring. 

Some of the glamorous 
lures which were being 
dangled | before various 
energy groups a few months 
ago in Illinois seem to have 
gone a-glimmering. Most 
noticeable is the Coal-Con 
project a multi-million dollar 
pilot program for coai 
gasification which has to be 
conducted with extensive fed- 
eral assistance, by a consor- 
tium of major industries. 

“Coal-Con,” says Nodiff, 
“was killed by the feds. The 
main problem, he says, was 
uncertainty about some tech- 
nical features which raised 
doubts about whether the 
pilot project could in fact be 
expanded successfully to a 
full-scale operation. 

‘Though the state has coal 
bond development money 
still available, BED prefers 
to limit its contributions

million to implement it. 
Hiring has now started, 
Nodiff said, with about one-‘s_ 
third of the total funds to go to 
other agencies such as the, 
Capital Development Board 
or the Dlinois Office of Edu- 
cation, to support activities in 
their operations which would 
Spur energy conservation. 

“Our primary efforts now 
are being geared to those who 
know that a problem exists, 
but want to know what they 
can do about it,” Nodiff said. 

In the case of industry, he 
said, this could mean sending 
a team of an architect, a me- 
chanical engineer, a chem- 
ical engineer or other spe- 
cialists to a plant to survey it 
and make suggestions on cost 
competitive actions which 
can be taken. 

In the area of residential 
conservation, the department 
recently circulated 200,000 
questionnaires which home 
owners could complete and 
return, with the division then 
running the information 
through a computer and 
sending back specific sugges- 
tions for action. 

‘That program suggests the 
average home owner is not 
entirely sold on either the 
problem of finding a solution 
— out of 200,000 question- 
naires, the division received 
300 back. 

Other areas of emphasis 
are on encouraging van-pool- 
ing, on increasing use of mass 
transit facilities, or selling 
large companies on the bene- 
fits to them of conservation.

service 


Nearly 627,000 formerly 
jobless| Americans © were 
working in federally-supported 
public service jobs at the end of 
the year, Secretary of Labor 
Ray Marshall announced this 
week. Of these, minorities 
accounted for about 30 percent 
of the jobholders. 

About 320,000 were put to 
work since May 13, 1977, when 
the President signed the 
E¢onomic Stimulus 
Appropriations Act, pumping 
nearly $7 billion into the Public 
Service Employment program 
operated by city, county and 
state governments and Indian 
agencies 

The actual total—626,938 as of 
Dec, 30—leaves a balance of 
98,062 jobless persons to be 
hired by March 3 if the goal of 
725,000 is to be attained, 

Marshall said, “This is a 
critical period-for most of the 
prime sponsors running CETA 
(Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act) programs. 

“The 450 prime sponsors need 
to hire a national total of 10,986 
persons a week between Jan. 1 
and March 3 to reach our state 
goal, and I feel certain we will 
succeed, 

“It is: important that we 
succeed because’ the jobs 
created by the prime sponsors 
will create hope and dignity for 
unemployed who are finding it 
difficult to obtain work.” 

There were 305,200 persons 
already in CETA public service 
jobs on May 13 when Congress 
added $6.6 billion to the $1.8 
billion program. In the suc- 
ceeding 33 weeks, 321,738 
persons, including about 6,600 
Indians, were added. 

July and August last year 
were the big hiring months, 
with 69,648 and 72,691, 
respectively, added. 

Ten states, representing 232 
prime sponsors, had a total of 
327,339, persons working in 
public service jobs at the end of 
the year—more than half of the 
national total 626,938. 

The 10 states—California. 
New York, Pennsylvania, 
Florida, Michigan, 
Massachusetts, Ohio, New 
Jersey, Illinois and Texas—has 
154,722 persons working under 
federal subsidy on May 13; they 


— added 172,567 over the 33 weeks, 


again well over half the national 
total of 321,738 added.

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Varied educational op- 
portunities are being offered at 
SIUE to meet the needs of older 
women returning to classrooms 
as adult learners, as was noted 
here Monday. 

A continuing education 
workshop is offered each 
quarter by the General Studies 
Division and the Gerontology 
Program. 

Paul Burns, director of Off- 
Campus Programs, says the 
opportunities include the 
following: 

Mature female students 
already enrolled in classes and 
degree programs at the 
university can obtain additional 
support from the Office of Adult 
Student Services. Open 
primarily during the evening 
hours, the office offers many of 
the services ordinarily out of 
reach of students attending 
classes at night. 

Such services include 
counseling, payment of tuition 
and fees, getting university 
identification cards validated, 
and. the dissemination of 
general academic and student 
service information. 

For women interested in 
pursuing a career in the field of 
science, SIUE has a 45-credit 
hour tuition-free program, 
entitled ‘“‘women in science 
career facilitation project.” 

Under the direction of 
Charlotte O, Lee, associate 
professor of chemistry the 
project is aimed at helping 
those women who received their 
graduate or undergraduate 
degrees from 10 to 15 years ago 
and haven't worked since their 
graduation, are under- 
employed, or need refresher 
courses in science. 

“The objective is to train 
more women for scientific 
careers, filling the need for 
more women chemists, food 
chemists, and environmental 
scientists in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area and in 
Illinois,” Prof. Lee said. 

During the spring quarter, the 
Women's Studies Program will 
offer a course entitled ‘‘women 
in Third World literature."’ 
Students will study changing 
roles which women have played 
in East-Indian, African, South 
American and Caribbean 
literature. 

According to Theresa Love, 
associate professor of English 
language and _ literature, 
students will be asked to 


compare and contrast various 
‘personal and societal virtues 


which the literature shows that 
women have been expected to 
exemplify in those geographic 
areas. 

The Department of English 
Language, and Literature also 
offers a course in creative 
writing designed to meet the 
needs of the house-bound or 
working woman. Scheduled 
Saturday mornings, the course 
is conducted on a workshop 
format with emphasis on in- 
class writing and classmate 
critique. 

“Many students taking the 
course are housewives, often 
high school graduates whe have 
reared their families and are 
now eager to resume their 
education in an informal, 
pleasant atmosphere,” Jane 
Pennell, assistant professor in 
the department, said. 

“Here, talents dimly sensed 
or long nursed in secret can find 
an outlet and a sympathetic, 
perceptive audience. 

“Most of the women write for 
emotional and spiritual release 
and for the pleasure of setting 
their thoughts down on paper 
and sharing them with others." 

Certain sections of freshman 
composition at SIUE are set 
aside for adult learners who 
have been away from school for 
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Many classes for women 


a lengthy period. According: to 
Betty Richardson, chairman of 
the Department of English 
Language and Literature, the 
needs of continuing students 
differ significantly from. those 
of 18-year-old freshmen, » and 
techniques of instruction vary 
accordingly. 

“Unfortunately, adults who 
have been out of school for 
awhile tend to be both rusty and 
insecure. 

“What happens is that the 
continuing education student 
begins at the same point as does 
the regular student. But since 
recall is much quicker than is 
first learning of any subject, the 
continuing education student 
tends to progress quickly,” 
Prof. Richardson said. 

“Experience suggests that 
adult students work best when 
they are in classes by them- 
selves, There, their insecurities 
are not aggravated by the 
presence of younger persons, 
and their progress does not 
demoralize the younger 
people,” she said. 

The Gerontology Program at 
the university and the Office of 
Student Activities sponsor a 
senior citizens fair on the 
campus each spring. This year, 
the fair is scheduled for March 
20. 

According to Anthony 
Traxler, coordinator of the 
Gerontology Program, the fair 
has mini-workshops on 
educational opportunities for 
older adults. 

Gerontology also has a 
graduate program which in- 
cludes an interdisciplinary 
sequence for study of the aging. 
Traxler said quite a few 
students, many of them older 
women returning to college, are 
interested in taking gerontology 
classes just to “get back into the 
swing of things.” 
~ “They seem to feel that the 
teachers of these classes will be 
more sympathetic to their 
needs than other teachers," 
Traxler comments. 

To keep pace with scientific 
and technological advanges in 
the field of health care delivery 
and medicine, the SUE School 
of Nursing offers workshops, 
conferences and mini-courses 
for nurses in centra] and south- 
western Illinois who wish to 
upgrade their basic nursing 
educations. 

Classes are taught on 
university and community 
college campuses, in com- 
munity hospitals, at military 
bases, in civic centers and even 
in motels. 

While the master of business 
administration (MBA) program 
at SIUE is open to everyone, its 
off-campus, locations and 
evening and weekend format

Expanded quarters here for 
county Public Aid offices

From a limited beginning 
under the U.S. Social Security 
Act of 1935, the Public Aid 
program has expanded to serve 
many millions of American 
families and offer various social 
welfare services, little dreamed 
of at its modest conception. 

Not only has the Public Aid 
program far exceeded the 
initial concept of assistance to 
indigent families and in- 
dividuals, but the facilities from 
where such programs originate 
and are implemented have long 
since been outgrown. 

A perfect example is the 
Madison County Department of 
Public Aid which grew beyond 
its offices in Edwardsville, 
“probably on the day it 
opened,” according to Ted R. 
Funkhouser, county Public Aid 
director. 

For years, the staff has 
functioned with insufficient 
room for the vast number of 
files needed to maintain ac- 
curate records, or adequate 
space to interview the ever- 
increasing stream of applicants 
and to administer the program, 
in general 

Recently, the Madison County 
Office of Public Aid moved its 
central facility to 16 Nameoki 
Village Shopping Center 

Precisely speaking — to the 
rear section of the former W. T. 
Grant department store 

The new offices-are spacious, 
well-lighted and offer many 
amenities not found in the 
previous location. 

Primarily — space. The 
building area occupied by 


Public Aid has a total of 18,524 
square feet, 

Funkhouser said alznost 
always a county Public Aid 
office is located in the county 
seat of government 

Madison County presents an 
unusual situation, as the 
population is not concentrated 
around the county seat. — 
Edwardsville, he noted. 

There are two distinct areas 
— Greater Alton and the Quad- 
Cities — where the heaviest 
population levels are found 
within Madison County. 

An effort to better serve the 
greater number of people ig the 
reason for the - move, 
Funkhouser explained, noting, 
however, the need for additional 
space had become vital. 

By April, the Edwardsville 
office will be phased out en- 
tirely and a new facility will be 
opened in Alton to balance the 
county, he said. 

“It makes it a little tough for 
the people living on the eastern 
side of the county," the director 
admitted, speaking of the move. 
But, he noted, that the majority 
of the Public Aid clients 
originate in the Alton and Quad- 
City areas 

“It’s about 50-50,” he said 

The Public Aid agency 
operated satellite offices at the 
Venice-Lincoln Technical 
Center on South Fourth Street, 
Venice, for about three years 
and in East Alton. Both are now 
closed 

The office in Nameoki Village 
Shopping Center now provides 
public welfare service to 
Madison County residents in 
Collinsville, Glen Carbon,

St. Jacob, Troy, Madison, 
Venice and Granite City. 

The Public Aid office in 
Edwardsville will continue to 
operate until a projected date of 
April 1, serving clients in Alton, 
Alhambra, Bethalto, Brighton, 
Cottage Hills,” Dorsey, East 
Alton, Edwardsville, Godfrey, 
Hartford, Hamel, Livingston, 
Moro, New Douglas, 
Pocahontas, Roxana, South 
Roxana, Staunton, Wood River 
and Worden, 

Between caseworkers and 
clerical personnel, the Granite 
City office has a staff of 80 
employees, 

About 50 are caseworkers, 
five are casework supervisors 
and the remaining staff consists 
of general clerical employees. 

An ADC caseworker handles 
an average of 180 cases each 
and those assigned to the Food 
Stamps program deal with 450 
families each. 

Seven caseworkers are 
responsible for 250 families in 
the “group care” program and 
two work with 400 families 
having the Medicaid. green 
cards. 

Another caseworker has 300 
families in the old age and 
disability section. 

Still more are assigned to the 
service work area, which 
primarily is concerned with 
employment, child care, 
homemaker program and 
clients in shelter care homes 
and nursing home facilities. 

Most of the staff in the 
Granite City office of Public Aid 
is developed through in-service 
training programs, conducted 


by the Illinois Office of Public 
Aid. 

More than half of 
caseworkers are women. 

“They are very capable," 
Funkhouser said, speaking of 
his staff. ‘The supervisory staff 
members usually come up 
through the ranks which proves 
an incentive on the job,” he 
added 

Funkhouser, who resides in 
Collinsville, has a deep 
background in public welfare 
work himself. He has served as 
Madison County director of 
Public Aid for the past eight 
years. 

He is assisted by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Knox of Edward- 
sville, who has held her current 
post also for eight years. 

As may be expected, each 
Public Aid case requires ex- 
tensive paper work and record 
keeping. 

Row upon row of filing 
cabinets is required to house the 
dossiers of. individuals and 
families, and a huge room in the 
new quarters is used solely for 
this purpose. 

Eliminating daily mailing of 
hundreds of forms, letters, 
requests, verifications and 
similar pieces of necessary 
communication to the state 
Office of Public Aid in 
Springfield is the new IBM 3284 
terminal system which has a 
connected video unit and 
printout machine. 

The system is utilized to 
request and verify information 
Which formerly required 
written communication to the 
state headquarters.

Forty glass-enclosed cubicles 
are located in three long rooms, 
where interviews are conducted 
in private and completely 
separated from the reception 
area. 


In the cubicles, the clients 
meet with a caseworker and the 
person's needs are discussed 
and evaluated, as to which 
program would be most ap- 
propriate or beneficial. 


The information provided the

How will tax be replaced?

SPRINGFIELD — To the 
average. individual paying 
taxes, the personal property 
taxes levied on Mlinois cor- 
porations may not be of over- 
riding importance. 

But it could be if perhaps 
the individual lives in a 
school district which does 
have a great deal of busi- 
nesses. 

Why could this become a 
matter of importance? 

Beoause by Jan. 1, 1979, 
this thx will be removed from 
corporations. So since such 
local governmental units as 
school districts do depend on 
local taxes to help pay the 
costs, it could leave a gaping 
hole in some school district’s 
budgets, or for that matter 
any local governmental unit 
getting some money from the 
corporations by way of taxes 
on personal property. 

The tax on personal prop- 
erty owned by individuals 
was dropped back in 1971. 
Under the 1970 constitution 
such taxes are to be dropped 
on businesses or corporations 
in 1979. 

The constitution also re- 
quires the general assembly 
to come up with a system to 
help replace the lost revenues 
for the units of local govern- 
ment. 

‘Abolishing the tax probably 
won’t be a hard job. But the 
task of. finding something to 
replace the displaced rev- 


enue can become a very 
thorny issue. 

The General Assembly 
could approve a_constitu- 
tional amendment that would 
delay the date for taking the 
tax off corporations. But this 
would still have to be ap- 
proved by the voters since it 
is a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

So the General Assembly 
would have to act in the up- 
coming legislative session. 
Assuming such an amend- 
ment were approved and sent 
to the voters, time would then 
become the main item. 

The General Assembly 
could do nothing. That is, the 
Legislature could just leave 
the constitution as it was ap- 
proved in 1970. 

In this area there is quite 
an argument going on. 

There are some constitu- 
tional experts who say the 
personal property tax on cor- 
porations will be abolished 
whether or not the General 
Assembly acts, There are 
others who point to a phrase 
which says the General As- 
sembly ‘‘by law shall 
abolish” the tax. This group 
maintains that it must be 
done through the legislative 
process, 

So this gives rise to the 
question that if the General 
Assembly cannot agree on a 
program of abolishment and 
replacing the lost revenue, 
will it go to the courts for a 


final determination? 

The courts undoubtedly 
would have a hard time re- 
quiring legislative action on a 
legislative matter. 

But all constitutional 
lawyers virtually agree that 
the current state constitution 
is unmistakably clear in that 

states the personal prop- 
erty tax is to be abolished. 

Some attempts were made 
in the last legislative session 
to get some work done on the 


_matter. But the question of 


replacing the tax apparently 
had everyone scared 

Up to now there have been 
no indications as to which 
course the General Assembly 
might take in dealing with the 
problem. This year's General 
Assembly will be interrupted 
with theprimary elections on 
March 21, so it will have to 
work fast. 


Studies show that personal 
property taxes paid by cor- 
porations account for about 
15 percent of the estimated 
$3.7 billion raised locally by 
all property taxes. This in- 
cludes real estate taxes. 


The tax is levied on such 
things that corporations 
might own such as ma- 
chinery, trucks and other-in- 
struments used in carrying 
on the business.

As a youngster, John baffled 
his parents. When he was three 
years old, he couldn’t talk. 
When he was five, according to 
his mother, he couldn’t talk 
‘straight.”” 

By the time John was seven 
years old he still couldn't un- 
derstand words but he could 
handle mathematics 
problems—additions, — subtra- 
ctions and multiplications up to 
12—that normally were hard for 
children his age. 

John was extremely bright in 
some areas but there was ob- 
viously something “wrong”; He 
couldn’t understand language 

His parents took him to one 
expert after another before one 
finally diagnosed that he had a 
brain dysfunction, 

John was only one of several 
children his teacher en- 
countered in the early 1960s who 
were quite bright but had a 
specific disability. 

“Some could do math but 
couldn’t read,"’ the teacher, 
Mrs. Lois Mayes, Kansas City, 
reports. ‘Others could read, but 
couldn't do math. 

“Or some could handle math 
but couldn't mark in their work- 
books. Most simply couldn’t 
work independently at all.” 

John's parents and teachers 
were observing children with 
learning disabilities—children 
who, while quite bright in many 
areas, havea slight malfunction 
of the brain that causes them to 
be unable to achieve in one or 
more areas of spoken, read or 
written language or 
mathematics 

Such a child may have dif- 
ficulty distinguishing between 
“b" and “d"", or “was from 
“saw."" 

Another may hear a sound 
adequately but have problems 
remembering what he heard or 
interpreting the meaning ac- 
curately. 

Slightly more than a decade 
ago, children with learning 
disabilities such as John's were 
just being distinguished from 
children with * emotional 
disturbances or mental 
retardation.

Last December witnessed the 
tragic destruction of two grain 
elevators within a few days. 

An elevator in Westwego, La., 
blew up with a force “like an H 
bomb,” killing more than 30 
people and leveling a dozen 
buildings. ‘‘The destruction is 
just incredible,” a New Orleans 
police officer said. 

Not long afterward, another 
elevator in Galveston, Texas, 
exploded, with further loss of 
life. 

As far as I know, sabotage has 
not been implicated in either 
explosion. The fine dust given 
off by grain-as it is handled and 
processed is. highly explosive. 

Any accidental spark — even 
static electricity — ¢an set it 
off. That is apparently what 
happened at the two silos. 

Some elevator workers were 


juvenile delinquents have a 
learning disability. 

John’s teacher read until she 
found ways to help him learn in 
spite of his language disability. 
Very little was available to 
parents and teachers working 
with learning disabled children 
in the early '60s. 

“I went to a summer 
workshop sponsored by Dr. 
William Cruickshank," Mrs. 
Mayes said. “I read his com- 
plete library of 21 books. 

“Those 21 books were the best 
— and perhaps the only ones — 
available. Now we have a 
proliferation of information.” 

Soon, an organization, the 
Association for Children with 
Learning Disabilities (ACLD), 
was founded to help parents, 
teachers and other 
professionals. 

“At the first conference 
sponsored by the ACLD none of 
us had much information,” 
Mrs. Mayes said. “We were 
anxious to learn anything and 
everything we could. Parents 
and -professionals alike were 
generous with their time and 
advice — anxious to help, learn 
and trade information.” 

This year’s ACLD conference 
will be different from the 1960s 
meetings. More than 500 
authorities will gather in 
Kansas City, Mo., to share 
information in many of 185 
sessions scheduled for the 
conference, March 1-4. 

Many of those “pioneers” in 
understanding learning 
disabilities — John's mother, 
his teachers and Dr. 
Cruickshank, to name a few — 
will be among 8,000 persons at 
the conference. 

Conference speakers will 
offer opportunities for parents 
and professionals to explore 
problems of various learning 
disabilities. 

Among the keynote speakers: 
Dr. Helmer Myklebust, visiting 
scholar with the Center for 
Learning Disabillties, 
thwestern University, who 
recently has developed a 
“Learning Quotient,” a formula 
to determine specific 
disabilities in pre-school 
children. 

Also, Dr. Lendon Smith, 
pediatrician and author, an 
authority on the hyperactive 
child; Dr. Gerald N. Getman, 
Irvine, Calif., an expert on 
visual disabilities; and Dr. 
Samuel Kirk, University of 
Arizona, an authority on han- 
dicapped children.

Recent changes in tax laws affect vir- 
tually. every taxpayer, so you should 
check the following before filing your 
1977 Federal tax return. 


Revised Tax Forms 

Tax forms 1040 and 1040A have been 
revised and several computations have 
been eliminated. The 1040 and 1040A are 
shaded blue and pink, respectively, 10 
highlight key areas. 


The restyled Form 1040A is now one 
side of a full sheet of paper instead of 
both sides of a half sheet. The items’ on 
the 1040 form are now in a more logital 
order, meaning the taxpayer no longer 
has to flip back and forth as in previous 
years. Income is reported, followed by 
deductions, tax and credits. When you 
finish the front, you go to the back. 


Zero Bracket Amount 

The standard deduction of years past 
has been replaced by a zero bracket 
amount, a fixed amount of income on 
which no income tax is imposed. The 
zero bracket amount applies to all tax- 
payers including thoe who itemize de- 
ductions, and is set at $2,200 for single 
taxpayers and $3,200 for married couples 
filing jointly. Married persons filing sepa- 
rate returns are allowed $1,600 each. 


New Tax Tables 

An estimated 96% of American taxpay- 
ers will be able to use the new tax tables. 
These tables already incorporate person- 
al exemptions, the new zero. bracket 
amount and the general tax credit (gener- 
ally $35 for each personal exemption or 
2% of the first $9,000 of income, which- 
ever is greater). This means none of 
these computations have to be made by 
the taxpayer, Most taxpayers need only 
locate their adjusted gross income on the 
proper table to find out how much tax 
they owe 

There will bey however, some taxpay- 
ers who must make computations. Tax- 
payers itemizing deductions will have to 
subtract the difference between the zero 
bracket amount and their itemized deduc- 
tions before going to the tables, Those 
whose incomes exceed the tax table 
amounts, thosé having more exeniptions 
than the number built into the tables and 
those using the income averaging method 
also must figure their tax on 9 Schedule 
TC found in the :ax package 


Individual Retirement Arrangement 
(IRA) 

Taxpayers who are eligible for this 
personal retirement savings plan may 
now set up such a plan for their non 
working spouse as well. Fifteen percent 
of the working spouse's income is de 
ductible, up to a maximum of $1,750, if 
contributed to combined IRAs. 
Deductions taken for contributions to 
dual IRAs must be equal, 

Algo, the period has been extended 
during which taxpayers can contribute to 
their IRAs and still deduct these contri 
butions on their return, Taxpayers ma 
ing allowable contributions within 45 
days after the end of a given tax year

Moving Expenses 2 

There have been changes regarding 
distance, as well as time and dollar 
amount limitations for deducting employ- 
ment-related moving expenses. i: 

The minimum distance that a person 
must move in order to qualify for moving 
expense deductions has decreased fram 
50 to 35 miles. The deduction for pre 
moving, househunting and temporary liv- 
ing expenses maximum has been in- 
creased from $1,000 to $1,800; and the 
maximum deduction related ‘io buying. 
selling or renting a residence has in- 
creased from $2,500 to $3,000. This 
amount must be reduced, however, by 
deductions claimed for houschunting or 
temporary lodging 


Capital Gains and Losses 

The period of time taxpayers are re 
quired to hold an asset to qualify for the 
50% capital gain or loss exchjsion has 
been increased from more than six to 
more than nine months. Also, the 
amount of a capital loss that may be 
used to offset taxable income has been 
increased from $1,000 to $2,000. 


Sale of a Home by Older Americans 
Taxpayers 65 years of age and older 

now can exclude the entire gain from the 

sale of their principal residence if the 


Internal Revenue Service 


adjusted sales price was $35,000 or less. 
In the past the entire gain was excludable 
‘only if the, adjusted sale price was 
$20,000 or less 


Child Support Payments ‘and 
Dependency Exemptions 

When a divorce decree does not spec 
fy which parent is entitled to claim the 
children on the tax return, the parent 
who does not have custody of the chil- 
dren and pays at Jeast $1,200 toward the 
support of EACH child, may claim the 
dependency exemption unless the cust 
‘odial parent can prove that he or she pro: 
vided even more 

In the past, the non-custodial parent 
qualified for the exemption(s) if he or she 
contributed at least $1,200 towards the 
support of all the children, rather than 
$1.200 for each 


Disability Income Exclusion 

The portion of the tax law which for 
merly allowed certain taxpayers to ex 
clude from their income up to $100 a 
week in sick pay while temporarily ab: 
sent from their jobs has been changed 
significantly 

For 1977, the sick pay exclusion has 
been done away with completely. How- 
ever, a maximum exclusion of up to $100 
per week is now available for those un. 
der age 65 who have retired because of 
permanent and total disability 

The available disability income exclu. 
sion is reduced by one dollar for each 
dollar of adjusted gross inéome over 
$15,000. 


Choose your tax 
preparer carefully 


Many taxpayers turn to paid help when 
the time comes for preparing their Feder- 
al income tax return. It may be a neigh- 
bor who does a few returns a year at 
home, a local bookkeeping service. a 
large ‘national returns preparer, an ac- 
countant or tax attorney or someone who 
has passed the IRS exam to represent 
taxpayers 

The Internal’ Revenue Service has 
some advice for the taxpayer who opts 
to pay someone to prepare his or her 
return 

Taxpayers should be wary of a prepar 
er who hints that he or she has a special 
relationship with the IRS, or has inside 
knowledge of the IRS computer system. 
In addition, taxpayers should shy away 
from preparers who guarantee refunds, 
base their fee on the amount of the re 
fund expected, or claim to know all the 
angles 

The IRS suggests four simple guide- 
lines: never,sign a blank tax return; nev- 
ér sign a return that has been prepared in 
pencil, because it can be altered later; 
always insist that the paid prepares sign 
the return, in ink, in the space provided: 
and make sure the preparer provides a 
copy of the return 

Above all, taxpayers should exercise 
care in the selection of a preparer, just 
as if they were choosing a doctor or law- 
yer. The ultimate responsibility for the 
correctness of a return, and for payment 
of any taxes duc, rests with the taxpayer 
regardless of who fills out the return. 

Taxpayers who make use of a com- 
mercial preparer can help to speed up the 
processing of their return and obtain a 
quicker refund, when one is due. by 
providing the preparer with the peel-off 
label and coded envelope that comes 
with the tox package 


Revenue Service 
will compute tax 


Taxpayers with relatively simple tax 
situations have the option this year of 
figuring their own tax or having the Inter- 
nal Reveiiue Service do it for them 

The IRS will figure the tax for any 
person filing Form 1040A. The service is 
also offered to many filers of Form 1040. 
The various conditions under which IRS 
will figure the tax on Form 1040 are list 
ed on page 4 of the 1040 instruction 
packet mailed out by IRS. 

Taxpayers wanting IRS tax computa 
tion should file their return by the April

How to avoid errors 
and delay of refunds 


This year's Federal income tax forms 
are easier to complete. For most people 
it's simply fill in a few blanks, look up 
the correct tax and that’s that. But the 
Internal Revenue Service has a word of 
caution for taxpayers—don't be lulled 
into carelessness. 


Though opportunities for errors have 
been greatly lessened for 1977 returns, 
there are still several areas on a 1040 or 
1040A which afford the taxpayer a 
chance to make a mistake. And a| mis- 
take on a tax return will slow the pro- 
cessing, resulting in delays in getting the 
all-important refund check in the mail 
Mistakes in arithmetic, use of the 
wrong tax table and failure to attach all 
W-2s and other necessary documents to 
the return are sure ways to slow things 
down. And, according to the Internal 
Revenue Service, one of the most com- 
mon—and_ time-consuming—problems. is 
the omission of the taxpayer's signature 


Some of these problems, math errors, 
for cxample, can be corrected by the TRS) 
without a great delay. But a missing sig- 
nature brings processing to a complete 
halt. The return must be sent to the tax- 
payer, signed, and returned to the IRS 

ervice Center before any further! steps 
can be taken, And joint returns must be 
signed by both spouses, even if only one 
had income 

Once a return has been completed, 
checked, double-checked and signed, the 
smart taxpayer will take advantage of 
two time-saving devices provided by the

Allcan enjoy a rich, full life — 
provided they have a good 
opinion about themselves, are 
willing to serve others, and are

Speaking to guests attending 
the Men’s Fellowship annual 
“Mr, and Mrs.” banquet at 
Eden United Church of Christ in 
Edwardsville this week, Dr.

state advises 


The best way.to start working ° 
on your state income tax return 
is to complete your federal 
return first, say officers of the 
Illinois Department of Revenue. 

“Some of the information the 
Illinois taxpayer needs comes 
directly from his or her federal 
return,” said Gary V. Ey, 
manager of the revenue 
department’s income tax 
processing division. ‘‘Line 1 of 
the state return, for example, 
asks the state income taxpayer. 
to indicate the amount of 
federal adjusted gross income.”” 

Ey said that some Illinois 
taxpayers are not required to 
file a federal return, but he said 
it’s “a good idea to'complete a 
federal return, even if you don’t 
have to file it, to determine 
adjusted gross income and 
exemptions for the state 
return.” : 

Illinois law. allows state 
taxpayers the same number of 
exemptions permitted on the 
federal return. 

Some documents from the 
federal return are required for 
taxpayers to verify certain 
state income tax credits or 
deductions they claim. 

The revenue department 
provides information and 
assistance free of charge at’ 
district offices in several 
locations throughout the state. 
Taxpayers also can call the 
department toll free at 1-800- 
252-8972. 

The state tax deadline this 
year is midnight April 17.

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Child care expert—the parent 


Everywhere one turns, there 
are experts — experts on 
health, experts on happiness 
and, most recently, experts on 
child rearing. But according to 
the newly-elected head of the 
SIUE " Department® of 
Elementary and Early 
Childhood Education, the best 
child care experts are parents 
themselves. 

“Parents know their child 
better than anyone else,” says 
Susan Nall, assistant professor. 
“I believe parents should trust 
their own judgment and in- 
tuition about what's. right for 
their child.” 

She maintains, however, that 
being a parent is still a skill that 
must be guided, and that special 
programs to educate 
Prospective parents are 
available. 

“Parenting,” the educational 
process involved in helping 
parents rear their children, is 
relatively new and can come 
under many ghises. 

One possibility is parent 
education courses. Parents may 
also attend support groups 
where they talk with other 
parents while their children 
play alongside them. This, she 
explains, gives parents the 
opportunity to exchange 
parenting ideas. 

M) Nall added a_ third 
possibility — early childhood 
education in conjunction with 
public schools. The thrust in 

9 these programs is often that the 
parent is seen as the child’s first 
teacher. 

She says the need for 
parenting is more important 
now than ever before, and the 
reason is because society is 
changing. ' 

This change regards the size 
of families. Years ago, families 
were larger, and children 
learned from them. 

Grandparents, parents and 
children, as well as an oc- 
casional aunt or uncle, all lived 
under one roof. The grand- 
parents taught the parents how 
to rear the children, so essen- 
tially the children were reared 
by more than a father or 
mother. 

Now, says Mrs. Nall, families 
are smaller, and often a 
“family” will consist of no more 
than three people — parents and 
a child. 

If both parents work, children 
are often left with babysitters or 
day-care centers. For this 
reason, she says it is the quality 
of time spent with the child that 
is important, not the quantity. 

‘The quantity of time is often a 
question in the minds of 
working mothers. ‘The issue to 
work or not to work is not the 
point,"" says Mrs. Nall. ‘Most 
important’ is how does the 
mother feel about working? And 
does she see herself as just 
having a job or having a 
career?" 

As long as the mother is 
happy with her work, her ‘at- 
titude greatly strengthens the 
relationship between herself

and her child, it is contended. 

Mrs. Nall applies the same 
philosophy to her family life. 
She says that whatever she and 
her husband do, they try to 
include their two-year-old 
daughter, Lorie. 

“It is important to include 
children in activities,” she says. 
She believes that the success in 
her relationship with her 
daughter is that they are both 
happy in their respective daily 
activities. 

She is ‘‘doing what she 
wants” by way of her career. 
She joined the SIUE faculty in 
1970 after earning her Ph.D in 
curriculum and supervision 
from St. Louis University. She 
received her MAT degree from 
Webster College and her BS 
from the University of 
Nebraska. 

Mrs.. Nall also pursued her 
graduate studies at Washington 
University and the University of 
Missouri. In 1974, she received 
the-outstanding junior professor 


award from SIUE, and has been 
named to Who's Who of Child 
Development Professionals and 
the World Who's Who of Women 
in Education, Recently she was 
invited to participate in Out- 
standing Young Women of 
America. 

She assumed her duties as 
chairman of the department of 
elementary and early childhood 
education on Dec. 16. It is 
through the cooperation and 
support of her husband, Max, 
that she is able to devote time to 
both her career and her family. 

Her feelings on how im- 
portant it is to be a parent are 
reflected in her goals.

Directory assistance 
charge plan outlined 


Only abéut six percent of 
residence telephone users 
would pay extra for directory 
assistance under the rate plan 
proposed by Illinois Bell, ac- 
cording to testimony filed by the 
company during the weekend 
with the Illinois Commerce 
Commission. 

This estimate is consistent 
with the experience of other 
telephone companies with 
similar directory ‘assistance 
service plans, the testimony 
added. 

Directory assistance 
charging now is in effect in 20 
other states. 

The commission voted Jan. 18 
to hold hearings on [Illinois 
Bell's rate request filed Dec. 28. 
It has 11 months to reach a 
decision. 

The testimony, prepared by 
W. P. Campbell, Illinois Beil 
absistant vice-president, is part 
of the evidence the company 
will present to support its rate 
request. The company. is

The directory assistance 
charging plan provides for an 

allowance of five free calls a 
month and a charge of 20 cents 
for each call to directory 
assistance beyond the 
allowance. 

Calls from coin telephones, 
hotels and hospitals, and from 
the lines of physically han- 
dicapped persons, would not be 
charged and directories for 
other areas would be provided 
free-on request. 

In his testimony, Campbell 
said the five-call allowance per 
line would meet the 
requirements of most 
customers to obtain numbers 
available only through direc- 
tory assistance 

Campbell testified that 
studies show almost 35 percent 
of residence customers do not 
call directory assistance in an 
average month and 74 percent 
make five or less calls each 
month, and that . these 
customers would not be affected 
by directory assistance 
charging. 

“We expect that curtailment 
of calling by other customers 
would result in a larger per- 
centage of customers not being 
billed,” he said. 

“We estimate that about six 
percent of residence customers 
would be charged extra in any 
given month.” 

He said the studies also show 
that 56 percent of business 
customers now make five calls 
or less a month and that only 
about 15 percent would be billed 
after the plan is in effect. 

Campbell, in his testimony, 
estimates there will be about 
328 million calls to directory 
assistance in 1978 at a cost of 
almost $70 million, or about 
$1.45 a month per customer line. 

“All our customers are 
paying for these costs, and yet 
many use the service in- 
frequently or not at all,’ 
‘Campbell said. 

“We think the heavy users 
should pay something extra 
toward the high cost of 
providing directory assistan-

Are state and federal air 
quality standards adding to the 
risk of grain elevator ex- 
plosions? 

That question bothers Rep. 
Edward Madigan, R-Ill., a 
member of the House 
Agriculture Committee from 
the heart of the corn belt. He 
wants to know if .the con- 
finement of grain dust required 
to meet air quality standards is 
creating an undue risk. 

“I do not say this in the form 
of an accusation, but I am 
concerned about it,” he said. 

“One of my concerns is the 
number of grain elevator 
operators who say, ‘This thing 
is going to blow us sky high.’ ” 

Madigan is reserving 
judgment on whether those 
fears are real, but he thinks 
they merit a-closer look. 

He believes there needs to be 
a study by the National 
Academy of Science or some 
similar institution into the 
precise combinations of factors 
triggering grain explosions. 

Madigan plans to offer 
legislation appropriating funds 
to the Department of 
Agriculture to authorize such 
research. 

The federal Environmental 
Protection Agency does not 
currently require elevators to 
install devices to control grain 
dust emissions, but states have 
imposed such requirements in 
order to meet federal air quality 
standards. 

And the federal EPA may be 
getting more directly into the 
act. 


TAKE TOOLS, RADIO 

Ronald Jacobs, Glen Carbon, 
reported Monday a 23-channel 
CB radio, worth $70, and a white 
canvas bag containing 
bricklaying tools, valued at 
$200, were stolen from his 1976 
Trailduster vehicle while 
parked in the 20th and Nash 
streets lot at Granite City Steel. 
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A year ago, it proposed dust 
standards for new grain 
elevators or existing elevators 
which have been modified to 
increase emissions. Those new 
regulations are not expected to 
become final before spring. 

‘There are more than 200 grain 
elevators in Madigan’s central 
Illinois district, but the federal 
regulations would apply to only 
about three because Congress 
exempted elevators with a 
storage capacity of less than 
2,500,000 bushels. 

Madigan feels the concern 
expressed by elevator 
operations at the hearing on the 
exemption justifies a -closer 
look. 


“The purpose of this study is 
not going to be to prove the EPA 
is at fault or not at fault, but to 
find out what is wrong,” he said. 

“The allegations of danger 
certainly are on the upswing. 
Any elevator operator you talk 
to says this thing is a bomb.” 

Jim Maness, director of 
technical services for. the 
National Grain ahd Feed 
Association, said there are “lots 
of intuitive guesses’’ but no 
evidence as to whether the 
confinement of dust to meet . 
pollution standards is creating a 
hazard. 

He said the EPA has agreed ~ 
to take under consideration the 
association's recommendation: 
to relax air quality standards“ 
pending further study. 

The association has prepared 
a list of safety research projects 
to be presented to Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland. 

One of the key problems is 
that little is known about 
specific elements triggering 
grain dust explosions. A study 
at Iowa State University of 
grain dust explosions between 
1958 and 1975 showed the cause 
was undetermined in 62 percent 
of the explosions, Maness said. 

David Ryan, a federal EPA 
spokesman, said the agency 
feels the risk of explosion is 
slight if the dust confinement 
equipment is properly main- 
tained and operated. 

He said the EPA did not make 
a study of the risk at grai 
elevators specifically when it 
first imposed air standards in 
1971 because the dust standards

“All too often the arts are 
looked upon as the apple pie of 
education, the dessert course 
which is the first to be cut when 
a school district goes on a cost- 
reducing diet,” Dr. Cronin said. 

“The arts should be an in- 
tegral part of 2\well-balanced 
education. : 

“We should be encéuraging 
this creativity, even in our basic 
reading, writing and arith- 
metic.”” 

He noted that the National 
Council on Basic Education 
includes art and music in the 
list of minimum requirements 
for schools. 

The Arts in General 
Education Task Force was 
established in January 1976 at 
Dr. Cronin’s suggestion. Its 20 
members, chaired by Dean 
Vaughn Jaenike of Eastern 
Illinois University, represented 
major arts associations, higher 
education and education ad- 
ministrators. 

On e of its recommendations 
was implemented in November 
1977 when five regional arts 
advisory committees were 
appointed to encourage and 
assist schools in taking more

active roles in promoting the 
arts and art education. 

Proposals now __ being 
developed for the State Board of 
Education include a five-year 
plan to promote arts in Illinois 
schools. 


Credit card use 
increases 21% 


Business volume generated 
by the Master Charge credit 
card in the five-state area in- 
cluding this metropolitan area 
during 1977 reached 
$911,180,000, an increase of 21 
percent over 1976. 

The new volume record was 
reported by Credit Systems 
Incorporated, the St. Louis- 
based operating center for the 
Master Charge program in 
Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, lowa 
and western Kentucky. 

The number of individual 
transactions — consisting of 
retail purchases and bank cash 
advances — increased 17 
percent over 1976 to 34,000,000. 
The average transaction was 
$26.60. 

More than $114 million was 
generated during December's 
Christmas period — the first 
month in the system’s history 
that cardholder business ex- 
ceeded $100 million — and it was 
a record 15 percent increase 
over December, 1976. 

At year-end there were 807

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Homes hazardous for children

Your home sweet home may. 
be an oasis of comfort and 
security, but it also may be a 
booby trap for your children. 

There’s no place like home for 
having an accident—especially 
a serious one involving 
youngsters. 

The evidence, as provided by 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, is that 
the leading cause of injury and 
accidental death of young 
clhildren today is accidents in 
the home. 

How is that possible? 


Experts cite these two fac- 
tors: 

1. A child is naturally active 
and curious. But his sense of 
balance and fear of danger do 
not develop until he matures 
and has some experience. He 
gets that experience at the 
wrong time in the home. If 
nobody’s watching him, look 
out. 

2. For the child, an average 
home, unfortunately, is full of 
danger. What an adult can cope 
with easily—staircases, hot 
stoves, electric wires and the 
like—can be killers and 
maimers to children. 

The leading accidents suf- 
fered by children include 
severe falls, blows, cuts and 
animal bites, suffocation and 
strangulation, poisoning, 
drowning, fires, burns and 
electric shock. 

But the most common home 
injuries to the very young, 
reports the HEW, are caused by 
falls. 

Some precautions are: 

—Keep crib sides up so a baby 
won't roll out. 

—Keep stairs free of objects 
which could cause you to fall 
while carrying your child. 


—Keep hallways and stair- 
cases well lighted. 

—Remember, even a small 
child can open doors. So lock 
those that lead to danger 

—Lock gates leading ,to 
stairways and doorways. 

—Don’t ever let a child lean 
out of windows. 

—Make a practice of opening 
windows from the top. If you use 
screens, be sure they are sturdy 
and cannot be easily pushed out. 

—Use non-skid mats on the 
bottom of the bathtub. 

Even after a parent has done 
everything to protect the child 
from accidents, they can still 
happen. So keep calm. 

Also, you'll feel better if 
you've planned for an 
emergency just in case. Here 
are some ‘tips on how to 


prepare 


1. Post-a list of important 
telephone numbers on a wall by 
your telephone. 

2. Take a first-aid course if 
you can, or at least keep a first- 
aid chart taped to the inside of 
the medicine cabinet and 
familiarize yourself with its 
instructions 

3. Have on 
medicine cabinet 
needed to treat 
emergencies. 


If another adult or older child 
can help during an emergency, 
one person should take care of 
the accident victim while the 
other telephones the doctor.

If you are alone, quiet the 
child’ as quickly as possible, 
administer any urgently needed 
first-aid and then telephone.

| Strengthen job equality enforcement 


for handicapped workers, veterans 


The U.S. Department of 
Labor is redirecting its en- 
forcement of equal employment 
opportunity programs for 
handicapped _ workers and 
veterans, Secretary of Labor 
Ray Marshall reports. 

Speaking at a Labor 
Department conference on the 
hew enforcement policy, 
Marshall told representatives of 
nearly 100 handicapped and 
veteran organizatiorts, business 
groups, unions and federal 
agencies that emphasis is now 
on eliminating systemic 
discrimination. This focus is 
expected to increase job op- 
portunities for handicapped 
workers and veterans on 
federal contract work. 

Under two laws administered 
by the department, most 
federal contractors and sub- 
contractors are required to take 
affirmative actiorf, or positive 
steps, to hire and promote 
qualified handicapped workers 
and veterans. These employers 
are also prohibited from em- 
ployment discrimination based 
on handicapped or veteran 


“Our major goal in the Labor 
Department is to reduce 
unemployment,” Marshall said. 
“One cause of continuing 
unemployment is 
discrimination. 

“We are determined to bring 
about effective equal em- 
ployment opportunity programs 
and to ensure that every 
American who can and wants to 
work has an equal opportunity 
to compete in the job market.” 

‘The new enforcement thrust 
is designed to identify and 
remedy _ institutionalized 
discrimination against han- 
dicapped persons, Vietnam-era 
war veterans, and disabled 
veterans, 

Attention is being focused on 
in-depth examination of federal 
contractors and subcontractors’ 
employment practices and 
elimination of discrimination 
where it is found to exist. Such 
discrimination excludes many 
qualified persons from jobs 
because medical standards are 
not related to the performance 
of work, it is contended. 

To date, enforcement of the 
handicapped workers and 
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veterans’ laws has centered 
primarily around investigation 
and resolution of individual 
complaints of discrimination. 

Under the new policy, the 
Labor Department will continue 
to investigate individual 
complaints but will also conduct 
compliance reviews of ran- 
domly selected contractors. 
These investigations will be 
carried out by the department's 
regional offices, located in 10 
major cities throughout the U.S. 

Eventual goal is to review 
about 17,000 federal contractors 
and subcontractors annually, as 
part of the overall contract 
compliance enforcement 
program. At present, a similar 
number is reviewed by the 
government under an equal 
employment opportunity and 
affirmative action program for 
minorities and women. 

The department plans to 
integrate these programs and 
conduct single compliance 
review with respect to em- 
ployment opportunities for 
minorities, women, han- 
dicapped workers and veterans. 

“We believe strenghtened 
enforcement must include 
regular communication with 
the many groups which share a 
mutual concern for the bet- 
terment of America’s han- 
dicapped persons and 
veterans,’’ Marshall said. ‘We 
want to work together to im- 
prove the employment op- 
portunities and ultimately the 
quality of life of these citizens.”" 

The department's 
Employment Standards 
Administration is responsible 
for enforcing Section 503 of the 
1973 Rehabilitation Act and 
Section 402 of the Vietnam Era 
Veterans’ Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1974 as well as 
Executive Order 11246.

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Simon remembers Humphrey 
on numerous campaign trails

No plaster saint was Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey in the eyes of 
his longtime friend and ad- 
mirer, Rep. Paul Simon, D- 
Carbondale. Simon formerly 
represented Madison County in 
the Illinois legislature, 

Humphrey, as the eulogies 
noted, was courageous, creative 
and compassionate; he also was 
very human, the congressman 
says, 

Simon recalls times when the 
“happy warrior’s’’ spirits 
sagged, times when he was 
provoked to anger, times when 
he -referred privately to. ad- 
versaries in language not likely 
to be found in the Congressional 
Record. 

But it was the infrequency of 
those times and Humphrey's 
swift rallying from such moods 
that contributed to his great- 
ness, in Simon's eyes. 

Their paths _ crossed 
frequently over the years, and 
Simon had the chance to see 
Humphrey .in private, guard- 
down moments. 

Their first real moments 
together came in 1955 when 
Simon was a freshman member 
of the Illinois House. 

Simon and another legislative 
collegue, now Illinois Secretary 
of State Alan Dixon, chatted 
with Humphrey as they drove 
him to St. Louis from a speaking 
engagement in Springfield, 

It blossomed not only into a 
political alliance but genuine 
friendship 

In Simon's campaigns for 
lieutenant governor, governor 
and Congress, Humphrey was 
there when needed 

Suffering from an earlier bout 
with cancer in 1974, Humphrey 
was unable to appear at a fund- 
raising dinner for Simon in 
Marion. He did the next best 
thing—he delivered his speech 
by telephone and a public ad- 
dress system 

It was not a one-way 
relationship. Among other 
efforts, Simon campaigned for 
Humphrey in his 1968 
presidential race against 
Richard Nixon and 
spearheaded in 1976 an un- 
successful effort to convince the 
Minnesota senator to make 
another bid for the presidency. 

On the campaign trail, Simon 
became acquainted’ with 
Humphrey the man, as well as 
Humphrey the politician 

“Humphrey was always an 
optimist,” Simon recalled 

Simon remembered a con- 
versation aboard an airplane in 
the 1968 campaign when things 
looked particularly bleak, and 
he told Humphrey that maybe 


the time was not right. 

Humphrey responded: ‘The 
good Lord won’t let Richard 
Nixon become president.” 

When they met after the 
election and Simon recalled the 
remark, Humphrey laughed 
and said: ‘The good Lord and I 
were wrong.” 

Despite the bitterness and 
closeness of that campaign, 
Humphrey did not dwell in the 
past. 

“He was kind of philosophical 
about the whole thing..." 
Simon said. ‘As much as he did 
not want to see Nixon elected, 
he ‘kind of felt sympathetic 
toward him. He was a great guy 
for moving on.”” 

That is not to say he could not 
be provoked 

“People say Humphrey never 
had a bad word to say about 
anybody,” Simon said. ‘But 
I've heard him cuss some 
people out.” 

Simon recalls how irate 
Humphrey was when a senator 
he helped elect did not vote for 
him for Senate majority leader. 
A couple of days later they were 
friends again. 

“He never held a grudge; he 
was never a mean, vindicative 
person,”’ Simon said. 

Humphrey was frequently 
described as indefatigable. 
That is not entirely true. 

“There were times when he 
was down, but he bounced right 
back...” Simon recalled. 

“He really got a lift from 
crowds, He would be dead tired; 

but when they started cheering, 
away he would go.”” 

That spirit carried him 


through to the end. 

“IT talked to him on the 
telephone just eight days before 
he died,” Simon said. 

“We talked about Washington 
and about football. Humphrey 
had watched the game between 
the (Minnesota) Vikings and the 
(Dallas) Cowboys. 

“He asked if I had seen when 
they flashed on the scoreboard 
‘Best wishes to Hubert Hum- 
phrey for a merry Christmas’, 
He re&lly enjoyed that. 

“He had to have a nurse help 
him to the telephone, and his 
voice was cracking a little bit. 
But he never complained about 
his personal situation.” 

At one point, Humphrey said 
it was “tough weather”. Simon 
responded about the weather in 
Washington, and Humphrey 
said, “No, I mean personally.” 


It was the only reference he 
made to his health, although he 
knew he had not long to live. 

“He was one of my two 
heroes; the other was Paul 
Douglas,” Simon said. 

“In a sense, it is kind of the 
end of anera for me with both of 
them gone.” 

If Simon were 
Humphrey’s epitaph, 
would he say? 

“I think Hubert would want to 
be remembered as an ex- 
tremely effective legislator and 
somebody who really tried to 
help the guy at the bottom of the 
ladder, 

“There are people who 
started at the bottom and forgot 
others as they rose, Humphrey 
never forgot.” 
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Campus life can be 
hazardous to health 


A cherry muffin and two pies 
figured in three unplanned and 
probably unpleasant ~en- 
counters, according to the most 
recent quarterly SIUE injury 
report. 

In the case of the cherry 
muffin, it was the elusive pit 
that inflicted the injury. When a 
student bit down on the 
cherrystone, the student broke 
a bridge. 

One of the “pie” accidents 
oceurred’ when an SIUE food 
service employee dropped a 
fried pie into bubbling grease.. 
The grease splattered on the 
employee, burning her. 

The other pie caused trouble 
when it landed in a student 
actor’s face during rehearsals 
on the Communications 
Building theater stage. The 
student fell, bruising knees. 

While filming a movie at the 
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Madison County jail, one 
student was accidentally hit in 
the eye by a billy club. He could 
have avoided the accident had 
he hired a stand-in for the role. 

Eagerness of students to 
vacate the premises as soon as 
class is over is well known. But 
not many reports are received 
about students getting hurt 
running to class 

One SIUE student did. 
According to the accident 
report, the-student was treated 
for “trauma to the feet and 
legs” after the student had run 
along the bike path on the way 
to class. 

University contact sports had 
their share of encaqunters of the 
worst kind. Ankles were twisted 
during basketball and 
volleyball practices. Legs, 
knees and fingers were injured 
in intramural football practice, 
and players received their 
share of knocks and nicks at 
racquetball, tennis and soccer. 

Limbs were bent, jammed, 
bruised and cut when their 
owners lost their footing while 
running forward and backward, 
with some of their hurts coming 
while tumbling. 

Fingers got caught in doors, 
nipped by knives, and scratched 
by test tubes. An experience 
that one student isn’t openly 
discussing involved sitting on a 
pair of scissors. 

Accidents were even oc- 
curring in more sedentary 
sports, namely ‘‘foosball.”* 
Playing the game in the 
recreation area of the 
University Center, one student 
cut his hand when he tried to 
retrieve his ball from the goal. 

“Man's best friend” was the 
cause of one minor injury. In its 
desire to communicate, the dog 
repeatedly jumped on a student, 
bruising an arm. 


In another accident, a 
student's leg was brushed by an 
automobile license plate. 


At least one accident oc- 
curred on campus that might 
seem common in a town with a 
population comparable to 
SIUE, but clearly out of place 
on a university campus. It in- 
volved a soybean which had to 
be extracated from the nose of a 
little visitor. Her explanation: 
she was smelling the beans.

Lowly lambcan be luscious 


By MARJORIE RICE 


Face it, the closest most 
Americans get to lamb: is 
wool socks. 

For many reasons, a sirloin 
lamb steak just never has at- 
tainéd the popularity of a beef 
porterhouse. 

You can put the blame 
where it probably belongs. On 
lamb itself. It tastes dif- 
ferent. 

‘And if you don’t fix it right, 
serving it hot and trimming 
the fat well, it can taste just 
plain bad. 

But cooked well, the lowly 
lamb becomes gourmet fare. 

Lamb breast is one to two 
inches thick, and quite fatty. 
It can be boned and rolled, to 
make pot roast, or it can be 
trimmed of fat and cut into 
riblets. Here's a hearty dish 
that uses riblets from lamb 
breast. 


LAMB 
WITH LENTILS 
3% Ibs. lamb breast, cut 
ipto 2-rib riblets 
3 large onions, sliced 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1% cups celery cut into %- 
in. pieces 
1 tbsp. salt 
\%q tsp. pepper 
% tsp. dried oregano 
Water 
1 cup dried lentils 
¥% cup packaged precooked 
rice 


3 large carrots, sliced %-in. 
thick 

% cup coarsely snipped 
parsley 


In Dutch oven, in a little fat 
if necessary, brown lamb 
well. Drain all fat. To lamb 
add onions, garlic, celery, 
salt, pepper, oregano and one 
cup water. Cook, covered, 
one hour and 15 minutes. 

Rinse lentils in cold water; 
arrange with rice and carrot 
slices around lamb. Add two 
cups water; cook, covered, 
one hour, or until all are 
tender. Arrange on platter: 
sprinkle with parsley. Serves 
four. 


Sirloin steaks and whole- 
leg steaks can be cut from the 
leg of lamb. Sirloin steaks 
can be broiled. Whole-leg 
steaks take well to this 
orange sauce.

ORANGE LAMB STEAKS 

2lamb leg steaks, about %2- 
in, thick 

1 tsp. salt 

2 medium size oranges, 
sliced 

2 tbsps. brown sugar

Combine all ingredients 
except lamb, blending well. 
Pour over steaks; refrigerate 
three hours or overnight. 
Drain steaks, 
marinade. Broil, 
inches from heat, five to six 
minutes on each side, or to 
desired doneness, basting 


often with reserved mari- 
nade. 

The two most popular cuts 
of lamb for roasting are the 
rack, which consists of ribs, 
the rib “‘eye’’ muscle and 
back bones; and the whole 
leg. Two racks (or three) can 
be sewn together, shaped into 
a crown and trimmed, to 
form a crown roast. 

While lamb used to be 
Toasted to 175 to 180 degrees, 
it generally is served more on 
the rare side now, with 140 
degrees as rare; 170 degrees 
as well done. 

Figure about 30 minutes 
per pound (325degree oven) 
for a bone-in leg; the same 
for a crown roast. Always test 
with a meat thermometer, 
however, and allow for a rise 
in temperature of about five 
to 10 degrees after the roast is 
removed from the oven and 
allowed to “‘rest’’ for 10 to 20 
minutes.

Bakalis blocks 
Medicaid check 


Illinois Comptroller Michael 
J. Bakalis declared Monday 
what he called a “war against 
Medicaid fraud” in Illinois. His 
first action was to refuse state 
payments to “the most abusive 
psychiatrist” and to request 
Public Aid investigation of 
“seven other psychiatrists who 
are suspected of gross 
irregularities.” 

Speaking at a press con- 
ference in Chicago, Bakalis said 
this is the first public step in an 
ongoing program by the state 
comptroller's office to stop 
“widespread abuses and inept 
administration of the state's 
Medicaid program in Illinois." 

He is seeking the Democratic 
governor nomination. Bakalis 
said, “Illinois taxpayers have a 
right to expect the Department 
of Public Aid to carefully 
monitor the spending of their 
tax dollars, but it just isn't 
happening.” 

He sent a letter to Governor 
James Thompson ‘‘detailing 
abuses in the Medicaid 
psychiatric program, including 
eight case. studies of prac- 
titioners who have been 
breaking departmental rules 
and abusing the program at 
taxpayers’ expense.” He cited 
instances discovered by his pre- 
audit research department.
